This month was expected to 
at least come close, but bitter cold 
weather and snow forced the clos­ 
ing for seven Ford Motor Co. as­ 
sembly complexes. Several other 
plants lost shifts and absenteeism 
was up. 
General Motors was expected to 
build 55.2 per cent of all units as­ 
sembled this week, Ford Motor 
Co. 23.9 per cent, Chrysler Corp. 
13.7 per cent, 
American Motors 
6.2 and Studebaker one oer pcent. 
U. S. production this week was 
expected to hit 148,325 autos and 
28,092 trucks for a total of 176,417 
units. This compares with 154,656 
autos and 28,698 trucks last week 
for a total of 183,354.

The Kerr-Mills Act which funnels federal and state funds 
into the counties for medicare of the elderly is the chief 
support of Pinecrest Medicare Facility at Powers, operated 
by Delta, Menominee and Dickinson counties. 
This same 
picture is to be found in other U.P. counties. 
Of the total 3,598 days of care given to the aged at 
Pinecrest in November, 223 were provided by old age assist­ 
ance and 3,315 by Medical Aid to the Aged, the Kerr-Mills 
program. Only 60 days were provided by other sources. 
Of Pinecrest^ $40,134 spending for November, $36,964 
came from Kerr-Mills. The counties contributed 7 per cent 
of these funds at Pinecrest and IO per cent of Kerr-Mills 
funds used for care of the counties’ medicare patients in gen­ 
eral hospitals. 
★ 
★ 
★ 
This is a big, expensive governmental program of aid to 
the elderly without means for adequate medical care. The 
formula for Kerr-Mills aid includes a need factor, but a couple 
may have an income of $2,000 a year, $2,000 in the bank, 
and a home of unlimited value and get Kerr-Mills medicare 
with no obligation to these resources. 
The Kennedy Administration is trying to knock out this 
program and replace it with a program of medicare under 
social security which would have no need factor but be avail­ 
able to rich and poor, with lesser benefits and higher taxes. 
The people of the lith Congressional District didn’t accept 
the Kennedy plan in the last election and the national re­ 
action appears to have trended in the same direction.

How much accent there will be on medicare in the cur­ 
rent Congress isn’t clear yet. The Kennedy Administration 
has put tax reduction as its top order of business, but it will 
be promoting medicare, too, in some degree. Meanwhile the 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare is doing what 
it can to slant public opinion toward medicare under social 
security.

ets as a sound buffer between en­ 
tertaining and sleeping areas.

Let’s assume you decided to 
install flexible plastic tiles in the 
kitchen.

The panels 
I can be nailed directly into the 


1 studs when placed horizontally, 
which means a considerable sav­ 
ings in both time and costs. 
Here’s how a friend of ours solv­ 
ed a major problem and at the 
same time produced a luxury re­ 
sult. His original idea was to fin­ 
ish a basement room with 4 by 8 
sheets of plywood. But the base­ 
ment ceiling height varied from 
7 feet 2 inches to 6 feet ll inches, 
a fairly common condition because 
basement floors often slant to­ 
ward a drain. This meant that each 
piece of plywood would have to 
be cut at the top. After some con­ 
sideration, he decided to place the 
plywood sheets lengthwise; that 
is, with the 8-foot side running 
horizontal, the 4-foot side running 
vertical. He used squares of striat­ 
ed plywood to fill the space above 
the plywood sheets. By selecting 
16-inch squares, he was able to 
nail them directly into the studs, 
which were set 16 inches apart on . 
center. Then, when he got Ie the I 


last row of squares, he was able 
to cut them easily, compared with 
the otherwise arduous task of cut­ 
ting the tops off large plywood 
sheets. Most important of all, his 
room was strikingly different. 
If you’re thinking about using 
gypsum board, remember that it

One type has V- 
grooved 
joints,

She 
is a vivacious brunette, with child­ 
ren and grandchildren to keep her 
in touch with young family needs. 
With the magic of a mail order 
catalogue at her elbow’ and a pho­ 


tographic studio at her command, I 
Mrs. Scraper set up two model 
rooms in quick succession to sug­ 
gest how’ the investment in basic 
furniture can grow with a child.

In the baby’s room, the most im­ 
portant piece of furniture is the 
crib. This crib, however, is de- 
; signed for years of service. Crib 
sides fold b ick like gates to make 
it easy for mom to tend the small 
baby, even if she cares to set on 
the crib mattress. Later, half of 
sides may be removed to make a 
youth bed. 
The crib has a light, birch-like 
wood finish. Chests of drawers and 
a chifforobe in a matching finish 
provide ample storage. The next- 
most-important piece of furniture

Check Hinges 


lf Door Sticks

When a door fails to close pro­ 
perly, don’t rush to plane, file or 
sand off some of the wood at the 
point where the binding occurs. 
The removal of wood some­ 
times is the only solution to the 
problem. But, more often than not, 
the door can be made to operate 
properly by a little attention to 
the most probable culprit — the 
hinges. When either or both of the 
hinges fails to remain solidly in 
place, the door develops a sag and 
will stick at some point in the 
frame. 
It is not always easy to detect 
a loose hinge by sight alone. Gen­ 
erally, you will have to open and 
close the door several times at 
varying degrees of speed to see 
whether there is even the tiniest 
movement of the hinge. To be 
doubly sure, place a screwdriver 
in the slot of each hinge screw 
and turn it in a clockwise direc­ 
tion. If the screw turns the least 
bit, it means that it has loosened 
and is not holding the hinge as se­ 
curely as possible. 
A temporary repair sometimes 
can be made by using a slightly 
larger screw. But the proper way 
is to remove the screw and fill 
the opening with wood putty, plas­ 
tic wood or a small wooden plug. 
The old screw then can be re­ 
placed. although a new one should 
be used if any rusting or damage 
has occurred. 
Suppose all tests 
prove 
that 
none of the screws is loose and 
none of the hinges out of line? 
You then will have to use what is 
called a shim, which in this case 
is merely a piece of cardboard 
placed beneath one of the hinge 
leaves on the door jamb. If the 
door has been sticking near the 
top, then the shim 
should 
be 
placed under a top hinge leaf; if 
at the bottom, then under a bot­ 
tom hinge leaf. The hinge screws 
should go through the cardgoard 
and into the wood. You can vary 
the shim any way you want to get 
the results you 
want, using a 
thin one or a thick one or two 
pieces of cardboard or even a 
wooden shim. 
Only when all else fails should 
any wood be removed from the 
door. A too-hastv 
removal 
of 
wood may bring regret at a later 
time since different weather con­ 
ditions may cause the wood at that 
point to shrink, leaving an un­ 
sightly gap. In any case, wher­ 
ever wood is removed be sure to j 
replace the paint or other original 
finish to prevent moisture from 
making an entrance.

Crothers won the 1,000-yard run 
in 2:12.6, beating Oregon State’s 
Norm Hoffman by seven yards.
